Alexanaria, Sothen,it becavſe of the word perectia, Ana- 
was Biſhop of, Alexanaria, ſhould be held onely for a pariſh 
Biſhop,by thelike abſurditie,Saint Adarke, which was an E- 
vangcliſt, and did firſt conuert the Citizens of A /exanarie, 
andinſticuted many Churches there, ſhould not hate autho- 
rity over his owne Churches, which his ſelfe inſtituted, but 
onely paſtorall authority over one of them, becauſe hee was 
Alexandrine Ecclefie edminiffrator, gouernour of the Church 
of Alexenaria:as Eaſebins writeth. And,thatbeing an Euan- 
gelilt, and of higher authority, which founded many chur- 
ches,ſhould notbe —_—_ oucr as many as /#den his ſuc- 
cef{our, which was no E:iangclift, nor founded none, and 
thereforewas of leſledignitie and authority , becauſe the 
argument muſt follow, being deriued from the word inthe 
ſingular number,hee did Alexenarinam Ecclefiam adminiftr a- 
re,couerncthe Church of Alexandria, And,what is the true 
grammatical! fignificatien ot this Greeke word(pareicia) of 
whom perechis, the Latineisderived , no better witneſſe 
then Scepy/s himielfe , which in. his Lexicos writeth ;

But theſc are the ordinances of men, 
we find nothing in the word of God, why Biſhops may not 
be tranſlated , neither doth it followe that Twmothy and Tims 
were not tobe reckoned for Biſhops, becauſc they remoucd 
from one place to another. 

Laſt of all, Patriarchical Churches(ſaith he)beganne ſome. 
times before the councell of Nice. I anſwer,therctore they are 
of more creditthen the Presbyteric, which beganne but with 
M aiſter Caimm. And as forthat Councell, it was in the pure 
agcot theprimitiue Church, before corruption crept 1ny it 
was thefirit general councell, and therefore of greater autho- 
ritte,called by the Emperour and not by the Pope, and there- 
tore tree(t from ſuſpiton,a Greeke,and not a Larme Councel, 
therefore more ſincere, And whereas it ſeemeth to him, that 
patriarchical Biſhops began but ſometime before the Coun- 
ccil of Nice,itſeemeth totne Counccl it ſelfe,that they began 
long bctore, becauſe the Canonut ſelte ſpeaketh in this man- 
ner;

For the braſen ſerpentbeing Gods ordinance, and or- 
dained to bee a molt lively type and figure of our $. yiour 
Chriſt , when they burnt ancen(e vatoit , was defaceo 
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by £zrchias, and for ſodcing hee was commended, to have 
done vprighitly 1a the fightof the Lord, according toall that 
his Father Dawmd had done, Andvet, Ifay, theidoll being 
remaucd , Gods ordinance ought ſtill toftand. The bread 
which is conſecrated, elevaivd , and adoredin the Maſle, 
1s voſt to beetaken and exten 11 the Lords Supper, and yet 
bread is {HIl to be vied in that Supper without ſuch cleuation, 
and adoration. And as forthe braſen Serpent, here 1s the dif- 
ference betivecnethatand this: Had the people ccaſedto 
burne incenſe ymtoit, yet being broken and defaced, no other 
like tothat was tobecreftect, for as much as that was but a 
te:upora!l ordinance of God for that preſenttime , when 
they were ſtunge with fierle Serpents m the Wildernelle, . 
ſerving tor that vie to heale them when they looked vppen 
it, which vertuz of he.:ling afterward ceaſed , bur, had Scr- 
pents {#i!| ſtunge tem, and the ſightof a bralen Serpeut ſer- 
ved ſ1i!ltor healing of ſuc woundes, anewe biaſen fe, p.nt 
which was never worſhipped, might have becne made jn the 
place of it which was det:ced.
